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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments have been considered, but 
they are not persuasive. Especially with regard to the teachings in the secondary reference that recites that the additive can be coated, 
formed before the addition or in situ. Applicants keeps on arguing that the reference teaches a coating, but they have not clearly explained 
how the formation of the additive on the fibers or web, is different than the claimed precipitation. The examiner's agrees that the preferred 
embodiment is coating, but the reference teaches/suggests other alternatives, such as the in situ formation/precipitation of the additive. 
Note that a reference is not limited to its examples. A disclosure in a reference is not limited to its specific illustrative examples, but must 
be considered as a whole to ascertain what would be realistically suggested thereby to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re Uhlig, 54 CCPA 
1300, 376 F2d 320; 153 USPQ 460. The arguments with regard to the 112 rejection ahs been considered convincing and therefore, the 
rejection would be withdrawn. .
